Since  we  are  not  in  the  habit  of  having  bad  luck  we  decided  Friday  13  would  be  a 
fine  day  to  leave.  We  left  the  Angola  airport  at  6:45  A.  M.  The  day  by  no  means 

was  a  pleasant  one.  It  was  raining  like  cats  and  dogs  but  we  thought  we  would  soon 

drive  out  of  it  and  as  luck  was  with  us  we  did.

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EXCELLENCE  IN  ALL  THINGS 

We,  the  graduating  class,  are  about  to  leave  these  halls  of  learning  and  venture 
out  into  the  world  to  make  our  place  among  men.  We  have  spent  the  previous  twelve 
years  of  our  lives  learning  the  fundamentals  which  will  better  prepare  us  to  meet 
the  challenges  of  the  future.  Among  these  is  excellence. 

What  do  we  mean  by  excellence?  At  the  first  thought  of  excellence  one  naturally 
thinks  of  those  specialized  fields  which  have  required  years  of  intensive  study  to  master 
— such  as  medicine,  chemistry,  and  aviation.  Most  of  us  fail  to  realize  that  there  is  a 
necessity  for  excellence  in  common,  everyday  things  also. 

Many  of  us  have  the  habit  of  letting  things  go  by,  even  though  we  know  that  they 
haven’t  been  done  as  well  as  they  might  have  been.  There  is  an  old  saying  which  goes, 
"If  it’s  worth  doing,  it’s  worth  doing  well.”  Too  many  things  are  done  hap-hazardly. 
Little  things  add  up  until  they  become  a  big  thing  which  counts. 

The  present  war  has  taught  us  that  things  must  be  made  to  meet  exacting  stand¬ 
ards.  The  instruments  of  modern  warfare  were  devised  by  men  who  have  reached  the 
goal  of  perfection  in  their  work.  Everything  is  made  according  to  definite  measure¬ 
ments  set  down  on  a  blueprint.  Every  wire,  every  bolt,  every  sheet  of  metal  must  fit 
exactly  into  place,  for  there  are  so  many  lives  depending  upon  the  perfection  of  the 
completed  machine. 

I  sometimes  wonder  whether  we  actually  realize  how  much  we  depend  upon  the 
excellence  of  things,  how  much  we  judge  by  it. 

If  one  of  the  family  is  sick  and  we  are  sent  to  get  a  doctor,  what  kind  of  doctor 
do  we  get?  Do  we  patronize  the  doctor  who  is  just  average,  the  doctor  who  seems  to 
be  a  good  fellow,  a  good  mixer,  but  one  who  doesn’t  seem  to  take  his  medical  work 
seriously?  The  answer  is  no.  We  want  a  doctor  who  devotes  himself  wholeheartedly 
to  his  work,  a  doctor  who  has  a  complete  knowledge  of  the  latest  medical  discoveries. 
Why  do  we  make  the  distinction?  We  choose  the  more  skillful  doctor  because  we  want 
to  feel  that  we  have  the  best  when  there  is  so  much  at  stake. 

Pilots  who  fly  the  large  commercial  airships  must  pass  very  difficult  tests  before 
they  are  hired.  They  must  be  competent  pilots  who  are  far  above  average.  There 
is  much  more  to  flying  than  taking  the  ship  up  and  setting  it  down.  If  something  goes 
wrong  with  our  automobile  we  can  pull  over  to  the  side  of  the  road  and  investigate 
the  trouble.  But  there  are  no  roads  in  the  stratosphere.  The  weather  presents  another 
serious  problem.  The  pilot  must  know  how  to  handle  these  situations,  for  the  lives 
of  his  passengers  and  crew  depend  upon  how  efficient  and  capable  he  is. 

Not  all  of  us  expect  to  follow  an  occupation  such  as  medicine  or  aviation,  where 
the  standards  are  so  exacting.  But  all  jobs,  if  they  are  done  well,  require  skill  and 
effort.  It  makes  a  difference  whether  a  cook  prepares  a  delicious  meal,  with  every  dish 
seasoned  to  a  turn,  or  whether  she  turns  out  a  conglomeration  of  unsavory  and  un¬ 
palatable,  ill-cooked  foods.  It  makes  a  difference  whether  the  mechanic  does  a  skillful 
job  on  our  car,  whether  the  laundress  sends  the  clothing  black  clean  and  fresh.  It 
makes  a  difference  whether  the  victory  garden  is  cultivated  with  care,  whether  the  yard 
is  trimmed  neatly  and  artistically,  whether  lessons  are  prepared  with  honest  competence, 
whether  a  newspaper  is  read  attentively  and  thoughtfully. 

The  world  takes  off  its  hat  to  excellence  wherever  it  is  found;  for  in  all  things,  big 
or  little,  excellence  helps  to  build  a  better  world  and  makes  lives  happier.

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WINNING  THE  PEACE 

We,  the  class  of  ’45,  are  about  to  assume  the  greatest  responsibility  of  our  lives, 
for  upon  us,  the  youth  of  America,  depends  the  future  of  America.  Within  our  gen¬ 
eration  lies  the  ability  to  make  our  country  a  better  place  in  which  to  live  and  a 
more  prosperous  nation,  or  to  destroy  completely  the  American  way  of  life. 

Before  we  can  hope  to  win  a  world  peace  we  must  first  win  the  peace  at  home. 
There  are  many  conditions  which  will  have  to  be  overcome  to  attain  this  peace. 

In  the  first  place  our  country  has  a  greater  war  debt  than  has  ever  before  been 
known  in  the  history  of  the  United  States.  Upon  our  shoulders  rests  the  brunt  of  this 
great  debt,  which  is  constantly  increasing.  We  shall  have  to  know  how  to  cope  with 
the  debt  and  to  survive,  as  the  taxes  we  shall  have  to  pay  will  be  enormous. 

Another  pressing  problem  which  will  have  to  be  overcome  is  that  of  racial 
intolerance  which  has  swept  across  the  nation.  Almost  any  day  one  can  pick  up  a 
newspaper  and  read  of  race  riots  or  some  other  injustice  that  has  occurred  because  of 
racial  intolerance.  We  must  remember  that  all  men  are  created  equal  regardless  of 
color  and  should  be  treated  as  such.  It  will  be  our  duty  to  see  that  every  black, 
brown,  red,  or  yellow  person  receives  the  same  privileges  as  a  white  person  does.  As 
long  as  there  is  a  feeling  of  racial  superiority  how  long  can  a  nation  survive? 

Along  with  racial  intolerance  goes  religious  intolerance.  Everyone  is  entitled  to 
his  own  religious  beliefs  and  certainly  should  not  be  persecuted  because  of  them.  That 
would  be  defeating  our  own  purpose  as  that  is  one  of  the  things  we  are  fighting  this 
war  for — freedom  of  religion. 

In  my  opinion  one  of  the  conditions  which  will  certainly  have  to  be  overcome  to 
insure  peace  is  that  of  too  great  political  rivalry  after  an  election  is  over.  A  difference 
in  political  opinion  is  essential  to  a  successful  nation  as  it  provides  individuality;  how¬ 
ever,  poor  leadership  in  politics  leads  to  corruption.  It  tends  to  put  people  in  office 
because  of  their  political  standing  and  influence  rather  than  their  ability.  When  the 
people  of  America  can  be  assured  that  the  political  machines  are  based  upon  integrity 
rather  than  graft,  our  nation  will  have  accomplished  one  of  the  greatest  factors  for 
winning  a  true  peace. 

One  may  ask,  "What  can  I  do  as  an  individual  to  help  win  the  peace?”  I  think 
the  most  important  thing  is  to  have  a  feeling  of  trust  and  good  will  toward  all.  As 
long  as  people  are  suspicious  of  one  another,  wars,  riots,  and  dissensions  are  bound  to 
continue.  The  other  thing  one  should  do  is  become  well  versed  on  all  problems  that 
arise  so  he  will  not  follow  the  crowd  but  will  stay  by  what  he  himself  believes  to  be 
right. 

By  all  means  one  must  have  a  feeling  of  co-operation.  We  must  be  willing  to 
work  with  others.  Without  co-operation  peace  can  never  be  won.  Not  only  must  we 
gain  domestic  co-operation  but  also  international  co-operation.  We  must  be  friendly 
with  the  other  nations  of  the  world  and  understand  and  respect  their  aims  as  well  as 
our  own. 

One  may  wonder  why  we  are  so  much  concerned  about  the  peace  while  the  war 
still  rages  on.  It  is  true  that  the  war  has  to  be  won  before  we  can  win  the  peace,  but 
of  what  value  is  the  end  of  the  war  if  there  is  no  peace  to  come  home  to?  Our  boys 
deserve  to  come  home  to  a  peace  which  they  have  so  valiantly  fought  to  win,  and  to  a 
better  nation  in  which  to  live.  When  racial  hatreds,  religious  intolerance,  and  political 
corruption  have  been  erased  from  the  American  way  of  living,  we  shall  have,  indeed, 
taken  a  great  step  forward  in  the  achievement  of  our  goal — to  win  the  peace.

The  Hornet,  a  monthly  publication,  was  put  out  this  year  by  the  journalism  class, 
under  the  direction  of  Miss  Shultz. 

For  the  first  time  since  1934,  the  paper  was  printed  at  the  printing  office  instead  of 
being  mimeographed  at  school.  An  interesting  feature  of  the  paper  which  was  made 
possible  by  this  fact  was  the  printing  of  photographs  of  the  building  and  of  the 
students. 

The  Hornet  had  different  features  each  month  with  a  tournament  edition  in 
February,  showing  pictures  of  the  boys  on  the  first  and  second  basketball  teams  and 
containing  basketball  news. 

The  class  sponsored  a  snapshot  contest  and  awarded  first  and  second  prizes. 

Subscriptions  were  taken  at  the  first  of  the  year,  and  money  was  raised  also  by 
selling  advertising  space  in  the  paper  to  local  establishments.

To  be  chosen  for  the  National  Honor  Society  is  one  of  the  greatest  honors  that  can  be  given 
to  a  senior  of  the  Angola  High  School.  The  members  of  the  Society  are  from  the  upper  third  of 
the  class  and  are  chosen  on  the  basis  of  scholarship,  service,  citizenship,  and  character.  Fifteen  per¬ 
cent  of  the  class  is  eligible.

SEASON  IN  REVIEW 

The  Angola  Hornets  established  this  year  one  of  the  best  records  for  seasonal  play  in  ten  years  by 
winning  17  games  and  losing  7.  These  six  defeats,  with  the  exception  of  Garrett,  were  by  four-points 
or  less. 

The  Hornets  started  the  season  by  defeating  Rome  City,  and  then  dropped  a  close  one  to  Ken- 
dallville.  Waterloo  and  Wolcottville  then  fell  before  the  Hornets.  A  good  Auburn  five  defeated 
Angola  by  2  points  in  a  very  hotly  contested  game.  Angola  then  defeated  LaGrange  and  Salem  before 
bowing  to  Garrett.  We  then  downed  Pleasant  Lake  and  lost  a  double-overtime  to  Butler.  The  Hornets 
then  stung  Fremont  before  bowing  to  Ashley.  We  annexed  the  County  Tourney  by  decisively  whip¬ 
ping  Fremont,  Pleasant  Lake,  and  Metz.  The  Hornets  then  made  it  five  straight  by  defeating  Garrett, 
LaGrange,  Fremont,  Orland,  and  Avilla.  In  the  final  game  of  the  season,  Butler  nosed  the  Angola  five 
by  a  score  of  2  points  in  a  hard-fought  game. 

In  the  Sectional  Tourney  at  Garrett  the  Hornets  defeated  Orland.  They  then  beat  Garrett  and 
dropped  a  thriller  by  one  point  to  a  small  but  tough  Ashley  team.  This  concluded  the  1944-45  season.
